the Twin Cities area. Appleton. Fond du Lac. Omro. 
\Vinneconne and several other areas of the Fox 
Valley region are enrolled in a two-year technical 
course to earn an associate's degree in their trade at 
Oshkosh Technical Institute. 


The institute, operated by the Oshkosh School of 


Vocational. Technical and Adult Education, offers 
associates' degrees in five courses — electronics, 
mechanical design, marketing, business administra- 
tion-accounting and secretarial science. 


Associates' degrees now are being awarded in 


some subjects by the Appleton Vocational School, and 
the Fond du Lac Vocational School recently was stud- 
ied by a state agency for certification as a technical 
institute, allowing it to award associates' degrees. 


To qualify for entry in the associates' degree pro- 


gram, a student must be a high school graduate. Of 
the 325 students enrolled at the vocational school 


this fall, approximately 250 are in the degree pro- 
gram. Wilham Sirek. director, said of these, approxi- 
mately 70 to 75 per cent usually earn their degrees. 


Sirek said 40 per cent of the students are from 


outside Oshkosh. 90 per cent are men and 10 per cent 
have had at least one year of college. 


Full-time students pay registration fees of So per 


semester. Students attending half time or less pa\ a 
SS-per-semester fee. No tuition is charged for city 
residents, but out-of-town students pay a S1.50-per- 
day tuition fee. 


All students are assigned advisors upon enroll-

OSHKOSH — Forestry and conservation akles for 


federal and state conservation units and the Fox Val- 
ley's paper industry are being graduated each year 
with proper training for their careers from the t»sh- 
kosh Technical Institute. 


William Sirek. director, said since forestry instruc- 


tion was inaugurated seven years ago. about 30 for- 
estry aides have been graduated from the course and 
now are working for the U.S. Forestry Department, 
paper mills, the State Conservation Department and 
in fish and game management. 


The course has grown over the seven-year period

A forest laboratory course, in four sections, runs 


throughout the two-year period. It consists of field 
trips on which students gain practical knowledge of 
forest work. 


Four of 28 hours of weekly class time are spent 


in the field. Field trips are made to a forest owned 
by the school near Ztitau and to a farm near here. 


Students are acquainted with the problems of set- 


ting up management plans for surveying estimating, 
marketing and harvesting forest areas, coordinated 
with field work, in a two-section forest management 
class taken during the last two semesters. 


During the second semester of the first year, stu- 


dents take a course in forest protection, dealing with 
common insect pests, diseases and forest fires and 
their prevention and suppression.

The other day a producer friend of mine told me

The producer said no it wasn't, all that it re- 


quired was a woman who could breathe regularly and 
look as though she must have looked devastating 
once. I asked the producer why Had ley Haystack 
had taken it Because of the money, he said. I said 
he must be paying her a great deal. He said. no. he 
wasn't paying her much at all. I asked if Miss Hay- 
stack hadn't once made half a million in a picture. 
He said. oh. yes, all of that and more, and she was 
worth it because her beauty and her way of breath- 
ing regularly sold tickets all over the world. 


But, as her beauty deteriorated, less and less 


people bought tickets to enjoy her. As for the mil- 


lions she earned during her 10 or so great years, 
she had to pay top taxes on all that, and 91 per cent 
of every dollar she made. 


It seems, now in her thirties. Hayley Haystack 


had mighty little left, and she faces a possible 20 to 
30 years more of selling her deteriorating product 
of herself to a less and less interested public. I said 
to the producer that it seemed to me a darn shame 
our tax department was so understanding about the 
deterioration of institutions such as breweries and 
button factories, and that those who made their liv- 
ings from them were allowed generous deductions 
for their deterioration, but not those who made their 
livings from flesh and blood institutions — them- 
selves. People like Joe Louis, the fighter, and Miss 
Haystack, the sex symbol, weren't allowed a penny's 
deduction for their deterioration. 


I submit then that the reason many of these peo- 


ple come to pitiful ends isn't of their own stupidity 
but the stupidity of a tax department that is merciful 
to institutions created by men and indifferent to in- 
stitutions created by God.

Reading, Philately Are 
Merged in Rodin Story

A certain stamp collector I know also enjoys good books. When he was 10, 


he was such an avid reader a thoughtful aunt one Christmas—or maybe it was 
• birthday—sent him a set of gift bookendi He not only found them very 
useful: their design had a prophetic appeal for the boy. It was an adaptation 
of some famous sculptoring which he quickly learned was knowns as "The 
Thinker." 


He spent more time with books than he did with stamps back then. In subse- 
quent ears the two loves—reading and philately—surged and waned alternately 
with never quite time enough for both simultaneously. 


Eventually—in about 30 years—the one hobby took him much farther than 


he ever dreamed it might. The stamps opened up new vistas for him. created 
areas of new knowledge he'd formerly gained from reading. But be knew 
something was missing. Books wern't very much a part of his daily, monthly 
and yearly intake of the printed word—except, perhaps, an increased acquain- 
tanceship with the Scriptures. 


He determined to squeeze more book reading into his busy weeks. Some 


were fair, some quite poor, many good. Then along came a novel that brought 
everything together—the stamps of a favorite country, the joy of absorbing 
excellent writing, and the bookends. 


Auguste Rodin. French sculptor, was one of the artists honored in a 1934-37 


series of French stamps 'illustration!: "The Thinker" was just one of better 
known creations of Rodin, and the novel made it all some alive with a new 
intensity. 


David Weiss. "Naked Came I" is a biography of Rodin that's an outstanding 


example of craftsmanship in itself. But the reader found each page added 
richness and meaning to the previously-enjoyed possessions. 


Together and separately th* three "treasures" have added a fresh perspec- 


tive, a broader dimension to material enjoyment of things to be admired. 


Perhaps their coming together was accidental, maybe a bit of destiny. But 


no matter. Never again will they compete against each other—good reading, 
a good hobby and a gift of sentiment carefully retained through the years.

Hiawatha Trail Leads 


To Picturesque Dells 


BY EDWARD COLLIER 


The green, hospitable land of southern Wisconsin that fans out from the 


capital city of Madison is a vacationer's delight, whether he stays for a week- 
end or for a month. This Magic Circle auto tour follows an important sector of 
the newly designated four-state Hiawatha Pioneer Trail. 


Our tour started at Madison's capitol building, laid out in the form of a 


Greek cross and topped by the only granite dome in the U.S. Towering up for 
nearly 300 feet, it stands in a 14-acre landscaped park in the center of the city 
—an isthmus separating Lakes Mendota and Monona. 


Nearby is the State Historical Society museum where, to us. the most in- 


triguing exhibits were beaded Indian garments and feathered headdresses, and 
an early American apothecary shop complete with brass scales, mortars and 
pestles, and violent purple drug bottles. 


Madison's pride is the sprawling. 2.000-acre University of Wisconsin campus 


on the shores of Lake Mendota. one of the nation's most famous and liberal 
institutions of learning. Its noted research centers are the Forest Product* 
Laboratory, first of its kind in this country, and the College of Agriculture, 
whose discoveries include Vitamin D. Campus showplaces are the Carillon 
Tower and Lincoln statue at Bascom Hall, which stand out among the modified 
Italian Renaissance-style buildings, shaded by sky-reaching elms planted more 
than a hundred years ago. 


From Madison we made a happy highway choice < State 113). for it took us 


north through green rolling farmlands where every house and its big. pros- 
perous-looking barns seemed to have a coat of fresh white or red paint Ferry 
boat rides are always a pleasant interlude, but the state-owned craft that crosses 
the Wisconsin River between Okee and Merrimac is special—it's for free! 


At Baraboo. original home of the Ringling Brothers Circus, the old winter 


quarters have been opened as the Circus World Museum under the auspices of 
the state historical society. Children and adults alike are fascinated by the 
display of gilded bandwagons, a steam calliope that still is used for regular 
concerts, garish posters and priceless photographs of star ring performers of 
other years, trained animal acts, plus the inevitable clowns and cotton candy. 


Thirteen miles away (via U. S. 12) is your major objective—the famed Wis- 


consin Dells, whose serene, deep waters were discovered almost 300 years ago 
by French trappers and missionaries. The grotesquely eroded sandstone cliffs 
rise abruptly 150 feet al>ove the stream in some places, their brown tones in 
contrast with the cool greens of the bordering tall-pine woodlands and the blue- 
green water. 


The tour curves southeast to historic Portage, site of the old trail where 


first the Indians and then the French voyageurs and missionaries had to portage 
(carry) their canoes on their heads between the Fox and Wisconsin Rivers. 
The rough log old Surgeon's Quarters here, the only remaining building of Ft 
Winnebago. has been restored and contains antique medical books, early 
surgical equipment and historical documents. 


Continuing east <State 331. you will want to take short side trips to Cambria, 


one of the few completely Welsh settlements remaining in this country, and 
Friesland. equally unique, for it is an authentic replica of a Dutch village. An 
old world atmosphere is created by the clean-scrubbed streets, spic and span 
painted fences and crisp white aprons of the "hausfraus". 


Curving south (State 89) you pass through Columbus, a Victorian town 


with gingerbread-trimmed houses and cupolas. Near Fort Atkinson are two of 
the few rer.jinmg lightning rod factories in America. The city's Hoard Histori- 


ln~c:ttng highicays fan out to vacationland from lake-surrounded Madison, 


state capital and home of the University of Wisconsin, through a dmryland 
empire. Highlights of the Magic Circle tour along portions of the new foitr- 
state Hiawatha Pioneer Trail ate the Circus World Museum. Baraboo; boat 
trips through the majestic Wisconsin Dells gorges: Portage, where French 
explorers carried their canoes over Indian trails: the Dutch town of Friesland; 
lightning rod factories near Fort Atkinson: the Swiss city of New Glarus. where 
yodeling is not a lost art; Taliesin East, the home and school of modern archi- 
tecture established by the late Frank Lloyd Wright. 


cal Museum (free) features extensive early-settler displays, including a knitting 
machine invented by Thomas Crane, the town's first post office with a desk 
drawer in which the mail was kept and former Governor Hoard's cradle. 


JanesvtUe is proud of Carrie Jacobs Bond, who used to live on Pleasant 


Street and is well remembered for the wedding favorite. "I Love You Truly." 
and "A Perfect Day". 


The Magic Circle turns west i State 11' through one of America's richest 


dairyland areas. In Monroe, a major cheese center, you may feel like the man 
in the moon—you're living in a world made of cheese, but only the moldy 
varieties are green. The factories, which offer tours every day including Sun- 
day, are fun—from the family-run installations to the large assembly-line oper- 
ations. 


New Glarus (north on State 69) aptly has been called "a village of William 


Tells"—here the citizens diligently preserve the customs brought from Switzer- 
land by their forefathers. Every Labor Day weekend since 1938 'William Tell" 
has been performed by local talent both in German and English. On non-holi- 
days the big attraction is the lace factory, visited by some 20.000 a year, where 
the delicate fabric is made on European looms. 


On to Mount Horeb (State 92) is "Little Norway". This realistic Norse til- 


lage (admission), located in the "Valley of the Elves." has tiny hand-hewn oak 
houses with bright blue window trim and sod roofs which are furnished with 
Scandinavian antiques such as boxbeds. handcarved chests, bright quilts and a 
set of -'apostle spoons" dating back to 1694. 


Near Blue Mounds <U. S. 18 West) are some interesting admission attrac- 


tions. The Cave of the Mounds has tiny underground lakes and streams, a 
Dream River Room where glistening stalacites are mirrored in a pool of water, 
and Big Whisker Room which features a lone, huge white "icicle" hanging down 
from the ceiling. At nearby Lost River Cave are multicolored onyx formations, 
of particular interest to rockhounds. 


Final stop on our tour before returning to Madison was near Spring Green 


at Taliesin East, the fabled home and school of architecture created by the late 
Frank Lloyd Wright, high priest of modern architecture.

House on Wheels

The average driver is a no-account ne'er-do-well 


in the mysterious arts of automobile mechanics. It 
is likely that he faces up to the truth of his derelic- 
tion and. when in trouble, he is wise enough to yell 
for help. 


Except for the occasional wonder man who can 


fix anything, few automobilists would dare to look an 
ailing engine in the carburetor. In trouble, the aver- 
age driver goes to his dealer or his favorite mechanic 
and says, wisely. "Fix it." 


He has no idea what is wrong with a reluctant 


motor, and the reason he doesn't know is that he can- 
not understand automobile talk. 


It is true. Automobiles are oratorical. They can 


communicate to tell the aiert listener about the trou- 
ble with their mechanical innards. 


A good mechanic is often able to diagnose the 


cause of a mechanical malfunction by clapping his 
ear to the hood, then hearkening to the oratory - 


If your automobile says "vanroooomr. the me- 


chanic will probably tell you that the ear has trou- 
ble in its exhaust system and that an operation should 
probably be performed on the muffler. 


If your car engine delivers a speech that sounds 


like the marriage of a whistle to a rumble, it is ex- 
plaining that it is too hot and that you drove too fast 
and too far without enough liquid in the radiator, or 
else that the fan belt is not functioning properly. 


When you drive and your car says in auto lan- 


guage, "bumpety - bumpety-bump." it is explaining 
that you are driving it over a bumpy road and that 
its tail pipe is loose and is banging against the frame. 
Or it may be saving that there are serious things 
wrong with its suspension system. 


Some accents of the "bumpety-bumpety-bump" 


come after the car has been parked all night and the 
tires feel square. The car is explaining that it has the 
"nylon thump." which occurs sometimes when nylon 
cord tires rest on the ground for some time. The car 
stops saying this after a little while of driving. 


Did your car say. "clunk clunk"? from somewhere 


toward the rear? It is telling you that the trouble is 
probably a loose shock absorber caused by worn 
bushings. If the "clunk" seems to come from the 
front, of the car it may be saving that there are 
worn bushings on the front suspension. 


Does your car whine like a lonesome puppy when 


you take your foot off the accelerator at a medium 
speed? Run for the engine doctor: your car may have 
told you that its rear axle gears are wearing out. 


Did your oratorical engine tell you, "ping, ping" 


when you accelerated or drove up a hill? In car lan- 
guage it may mean * spark knock. It may be caused 
by the use of regular gasoline in an engine made for 
premium grades, or that the ignition isn't properly 
adjusted, or that the fuel isn't burning properly. 


The latter may be caused by carbon in the com- 


bustion chambers. Did your automobile chirp like a 
flock of birds? Well, it might be saying: "My genera- 
tor bearings are in dire need of lubrication. Help, 
help!" If the voice came from the rear of the car. it 
probably told you that there is a dry pinion bearing 
seal at the rear axle. 


If your car said "snick snick," as a Changing 


Times writer has translated the sound, your car just 
told you that it's wet this morning and the noise 
came from an electric spark jumping from a wet 
spark plug and grounded on the engine block. 


"Scuff Scuff." according to the same reporter, 


means that a brake drum is not round as it should 
be and is rubbing a high spot on the brake shoe. 
Translated to the English language, it says, "Help me, 
I m wearing out." 


If you are either coasting or shifting gears and 


vour car says, "kuk kuk kuk" that's another way of 
calling for help, like S.O.S. or May Day. Your car 
told you that its universal gear is on its death bed. It 
also means. "Good-Bye." 


Probably there is no need for the motorist to go 


to the Berlitz school of languages to learn to inter- 
pret the declamations of oratorical autos. Even if he 
learns to understand such crazy talk, he probably 
won't be able to silence it all by himself. Best thing 
to do is listen a little while and go to the dealer and 
tell him in your own language: "Fix it."

But th:s year Proxmire is facing a real 


ehsUenge from Mr Renk. The latter is just 
thp opposite of what we have come to re- 
gard as the professional politician. He 
lives on the Sun Prairie farm where he 
was born and which was started by his 
grandfather a century ago With his father 
and brothers, he has expanded this family 
farm into one of the nation's outstanding 
agricultural businesses. He wears the lean 
features and the ruddy complexion of a 
farmer. His native intelligence and sin- 
cerity have been polished by education at 
th" University of Wisconsin and a career 
of public service. He served nine years as 
president of the University Board of Re- 
gents at the time when that institution 
was just beginning to face the critical 
problems of booming enrollments and he 
won a reputation as a farsighted educa- 
tional leader. He earned his political spurs 
in the primary contest for the Republican 
nomination for governor two years ago 
which he lost by a narrow margin to the 
endorsed candidate Philip Kuehn.

In Brace Novel 


The Wind's Will. By Gerald Warner Brace. Nor- 


ton. 264 pp. 14.50. 


Some pretty familiar story ingredients turn up 


In •The Wind's Will," in almost the precise order the 
reader might expect. 


A boy. David Wayne, gropes for manhood, living 


the long summer between high school and college in. 
of all places, a sleepy New England town. 


Sensitive David has the familiar fears and frustra- 


tions. It follows naturally that during this period 
David is introduced to the ways of physical love, by 
of all people, an older woman—in fact, one old enough 
to be his mother. And then there develops, of all 
things, a love triangle. 


But the triangle is different- 
Employing this and enough other fresh ideas to 


go with his considerable skill. Boston Uimersity Eng- 
lish professor-author Brace shapes the tired ingred- 
ients into a readable and at times engrossing story as 
he guides David Wayne through the trying months. 


David's big trouble is his minister-father, whom

Just 16 months ago. Dorothea Waitzmann was 


graduated from St. Norbert College at De Per* with 
honors. Now she has achieved the publication of 
her book." A Special way of Victory" on Monday, 
Oct. 12. by John Knox Press «$2.501. It is a slender 
volume, but it is large in content and inspiration. 


What makes Dorothea Waitzmann so unusual? In 


"A Special Way of Victory." the author tells of 
years of struggle to overcome the limitations imposed 
by an incurable physical affliction, cerebral palsy. 
Her story will inspire men and women everywhere 
as they too struggle, whether against a physical afflic- 
tion or against mental obstacles. 


One cannot help but salute a courageous woman. 


But this is more than the story of one woman. It is 
the story of the people whose lives she touched — the 
family, friends, ministers, nuns, and communities 
who have had their share in helping her to live as 
normally as possible. 


". . . Though I shall never scale any physical 


mountain peaks. I started climbing mountains before 
I can remember. . ." These words express her phil- 
osophy and determination. Those "mountains" have 
been conquered and climbed and are being conquered 
every day of Dorothea Waitzmann's life. 


Told in chronological order, her childhood is nos- 


taligic. but the real understanding of her problems 
is developed in the account of her later life. The death 
of her mother, already the sole parent, called for a 
dramatic change in Dorothea's way of living. New 
problems faced her — how to tie a shoelace, how to 
butter her bread. But she knew she couldn't run away 
—somehow she must go fonvard. 


With the help and counsel of friends, and a visit to 


Mother Regan twho had been Dorothea's confidant 
while sh* was at Sacred Heart School), she gained 
courage to conquer the simple mechanics of living 
alone.

Miss Waitzmann started a magazine subscription 
agency and sold Christmas cards. She discovered this 
was not enough to support her nor to satisfy her eag- 
er mind.

end but the beginning. The efforts she had put forth 
to obtain a college degree brought no immediate re- 
sults, but she has found some outlets for her creative 
mind and boundless hope. 


Recently she became one of the three women who 


write the "At Home" column for the Green Bay Reg- 
ister i although she is Protestant». And once a week 
she goes to the Curative workshop to assist the occu- 
pational therapist. 


Dr. Georgia Harkness. theologian and author, has 


It was 
she who urged Miss Waitzmann to write out her 
life story "To help others suffering from cerebral 
palsy." and "as a spur to greater sensitivity to chan- 
nels of helpfulness among those with normal bodies." 


This is a book to read yourself, and to give as a

three strands of narration together to create a most 
engrossing tale about the deadly quiet business be- 
hind the power politics of the Cold War in "The 
Woman with the Portuguese Basket." 


The objective of the espionage gambit is informa- 


tion about a terrible secret weapon the Communists 
have mounted in the tundra along Russia's border 
with Finland. The Red spy network has been alert- 
ed with only the scrap of information about the tin- 
foil stars. 


Miss Wuorio's story has two viewpoints. One picks 


up Kari Petersen. a Finn who grew up in Canada to 
become a New York artist after a remarkable ca- 
reer in World War n espionage, as he starts on his 
most professional job of ferreting out the Reds' se- 
cret. 


Manv miles to the south, at about the same time. 


Adelaide Perry, a Canadian art teacher. lands in 
Portugal on her haphazard way to Vienna for a sab- 
batical year of study at the art school of her youth. 
A friend told her that the best way to travel was to 
take things as they come and not do any planning at 
all. 


Aboard her ship is Maj. Rodney Algerson Stokes. 


very British — out of Injia. you know. But there's 
more to Stokes than meets the eye. He is a cruel and 
clever communist spy caught up in the continental 
alert. He picks Miss Perry as his quarry and her dis- 
jointed and luck-filled wanderings perplex him since 
he thinks her naive roving is some diabolically clever 
cover. 


Back and forth. Miss Wuorio weaves these strands. 


With the professionalism of LeCarre she unwinds 
the tight allied espionage apparatus inside the com- 
munist world. With the ladies' magazine slickness 
of Mary Stewart or. perhaps. Helen Maclnnes. she 
follows Miss Perry and Major Stokes. 


Tighter and tighter the strings become until they 


precipitate a horrible climax for all three characters 
in fun-loving Vienna. 


Miss Wuorio. the first woman to be named to the 


editorial board of MacLean's Magazine, is a first- 
class narrator and reporter. Bits and pieces of local 
color raise the story above the level of the mere ad- 
venture tale, and in Miss Perry she has created a 
character that could very likely find a welcomed 
home in a TV series or a film. If such a fate does 
await Miss Perry, only Shirley Booth could play the 
part.

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Wriston's Wisdom Is 


Distilled in New Book 


Pi.'ii-j, Pf rspcfuv?. By Henry M Wriston. Erovvn 


Universitv Press. $5. 


Of the thousands of newly-minted becks sent out 


to reviewers eath year, only a handful are truly 
worthy of a permanent piace in one's library. 


Such a volume is "Policy Perspectives." a collec- 


tion of nine addresses and magazine articles written 
by Dr. Henry M. Wri?trn. a former president of 
Lawrence rnn*»r$ity 
1925-1 £-37 
and for 18 years 


president of Brown I.'mversity 
1937-1955 . 


Active since his retirement in both the American 


Assembly and the Council on Foreign Relations. Dr. 
Wnston has set down in "Policy Perspectives'' the 
distillation of his thinking about such diverse sub- 
jects as the role of higher education in national se- 
curity: the relationship between culture and foreign 
relations, and the international consequences of revo- 
lutionary movements. 


There is. throughout Dr. Wriston's talks and arti- 


cles, a remarkable freedom from cant, from doc- 
trinaire attitudes and emotive catch-phrases. He is 
constantly re-examining and re-defining popularly- 
held assumptions and cocktail-party conceptions. 


His book will create more than a few uneasy 


moments for the educator, the historian, the jour- 
nalist and the politician as he relentlessly dissects 
the fallacies underlying certain widely-held intel- 
lectual positions. 


Among the casualties of his epigrammatic drum- 


fire are such frequently-heard assertions as that cur 
age is uniquely one of revolution ("The slightest ac- 
quaintance with history makes it clear that revolu- 
tions are as old as recorded history—and as current 
as today's news."': that subtlety and sophistication 
have reached new heights in our generation, and that 
we live in a "new era" that has somehow broken 
away from casual ties with the past.

Sheinwold on Bridge 
Drawing Trumps 
Early Not Always 
Wisest Decision 


BY ALFRED SHEINWOLD 


Most bridge players believe in drawing trumps 


as soon as possible. "Get the children off the streets." 
they remark as they lead out their high trumps. 
"Then we'll see what we'll see." 


What they see, all too often, is a problem they 


can no longer solve. 


In crossruff hands, for example, you never draw 


trumps at all. You must ruff one suit with dummy's 
trumps and another suit with your own trumps. If 
you drew trumps, each round of trumps would cost 
you a trick. 


In another type of hand you must leave trumps 


in dummy until you have ruffed losing cards of a 
side suit. You can't afford to draw trumps until you 
have ruffed the losers. 


More subtle is the kind of hand in which trumps 


are the only convenient way to get out of the dummy 
and back to your own hand. You don't lead trumps 
from your own hand but reserve such plays for 
when you are in dummy. 


Most subtle of all are the hands in which you 


must leave a trump in dummy to keep control of the 
play. Sometimes it looks as though you've forgotten 


to draw the last trump, but you can afford to let the 
opponents crow about that as long as you wind up 
with all the marbles. 


I ran into a situation of that kind a few weeks 


ago at a Hollywood party. Somewhat to my disap- 
pointment nobody was thrown in the swimming pool 
and the moving picture people there were shocking- 
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ly well behaved. Their idea of a wild time was to get 
up a bridge game to see if my wife and I could beat 
two of their own players. 


We agreed to play just one rubber, and each side 


scored a game fairly easily on hands of no particular 
interest. Then we had fireworks. 


West led the king of hearts, and I ruffed. I drew 


a round of trumps with the ace and led a trump to 
dummy's king. West cunningly dropped the ten of 
spades on the second round of trumps. 


I lost the club finesse to the king, and back came 


Outdoors Wisconsin 
Banding Provides Vital Data for 
Students of Bird Flight Habits 


BY CLARA HUSSONG 


Last July ''the other Ray Hussong" < our name for 


my husband's cousin) brought in the leg band he had 
found on a dead grackle earlier in the month in a 
cornfield near Morrison, in southern Brown County. 
A number of birds had been shot in this cornfield, 
but Ray found only one wearing a band. 


I sent the band in to the Fish and Wildlife Ser- 


vice. Migratory Bird Population Station. Laurel. Mary- 
land, along with such information as who had found 
the band, when and where. In my letter. I asked for 
a report on who had banded this grackle. when and 
where. 


The card 
from the bird banding laboratory at 


Laurel which came recently informed me that the 
grackle had been banded as an adult in Memphis. 
Tenn.. on Jan. 27. 1963. It also named the bander. 
Each band is inscribed with a number, and no two 
numbers are alike. 


What information was gained from this exchange 


of data? For one thing, it can be assumed that some 
grackles which spend the summer in Wisconsin win- 
ter in the Memphis area. Also, this grackle lived to 
be at least two years of age. 


By banding nestlings, a much more exact surviv- 


al age can be determined. According to information 
on the card, banding has revealed that most birds 
live less than two years. 


'However." the explanation goes on, "a Caspian 


tern was recovered 26 years after banding: a ring- 
billed gull and an osprey lived 21 years; a purple 
martin lived 14 years: a blue jay and a chimney swift. 
13 years: several mallards and pintails have survived 
more than 20 years. Banding has indicated that alba- 


trosses continue to breed at an age of at least 30 
years." 


Over 11 million birds have been banded in the 


United States and Canada in the last 60 years. Over 
a million of these have been recovered, either as dead 
birds or upon being retrapped. Among the things 
learned from the study of the banding records are 
the spring and fall routes taken by various species in 
their migratory flights: the long distances covered in 
short periods by certain birds: the far-away places to 
which certain birds go when they leave our areas, 
and the fact that most birds return to the 
place 


where they were hatched when they are ready to 
start their own families. 


Blue-winged teals may migrate as far south as 


South America: a pintail banded in Canada was tak- 
en in England 18 days later: a herring gull banded at 
Kent Island. Me., in August 1936. was caught alive a 
year later on a ship off the coast of Spain. 2.600 miles 
away, according to a recent article in Audubon Maga- 
zine. 


You must be at least 18 years old and be able to 


recognize most of the common birds before you can 
get a banding permit. Besides getting baby birds 
from their nests for banding, birds are also caught 
in traps of various kinds. 


Very fine nylon nets are also used to trap birds. 


The net. which may be 30 feet long and six feet wide. 
is stretched across a commonly used flyway between 
two poles, bushes or trees. The birds fly into the net 
without seeing it. become entangled in it. and are eas- 
Hy caught and banded. No type of trap, whether net 
or wire mesh trap, should be left untended for any 
length of time.

You draw one more 


round of trumps."

the table. Our opponent agreed that the hand was 
correct.

Migration Not a Major Factor 
Births Boost Population

Primarily due to the excess 


of births over deaths—and not 
migration—the Fox Valley area 
continues to show population 
gains comparable to the indus- 
trialized Lake Michigan shore- 
line.

is contained in a report of the 
State Board of Health released 
at Madison.
